NEWS FOR BUSY DAYS. 

Wise, indeed, is the housewife who 
takes advantage of the ease with 
which sausage may be prepared.

Billion in Arbitrary Write-Ups 
Is Charged to Private Utilities 


Federal InvestigatorsCite 
Numerous Abuses to 
Congress, Saying Public 
Pays in Higher Rates. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(UP)— 
Charges that many private utilities 
arbitrarily inflated their assets $1,- 
463,334,892 through ‘optimistic judg- 
ment” of high salaried executives and 
perfunctory “horseback appraisals’ by 
company engineers were made tonight 
to the senate by the federal trade 
commission. 

The commission asserted these 
“write-ups” were uncovered in scores 
of utilities investigated during its six 
year inquiry into the gas and elec- 
trie situation and that they caused 
increased power rates for the pub- 
lic. 

The report followed a survey of 
electric rates by the federal power 
commission in 191 large cities in 
which variations ranging as high as 
343 per cent were found. LEarlier, 
the trade commission recommended 
abolition or drastice limitation of 
large utility holding companies. 

The , commission's investigators 
found: 

Overcharge Subsidiaries. 

1. Eighteen top-holding companies 
with fixed assets’ of $3,116,207,926 
with alleged “write-ups” totaling 
$273,385,067 or 9.6 per cent. 

2. Forty-two sub-holding companies 
with fixed assets of $2,186,302,222 
with alleged ‘“‘write-ups” of $350,554,- 
482 or 19.1 per cent. 

3. Ninety-one operating companies 
with $3,306,893,610 in fixed assets 
with alleged “write-ups” of $608,918,- 
570 or 22.6 per cent. 

The percentage of write-ups, the 
commission asserted, would have been 
still larger if they were “related to 
the capital assets, when the infla- 
tion occurred.” 

The commission said the holding 
companies frequently performed con- 
struction work for their operating 
units and then charged “excessive 
and erroneous amounts,” which were 
credited to fixed assets. 

Turning to the question of write- 
ups on “optimistic judgment’ and 
“horesback appraisals,” the commis- 
sion said: , 

100 Per Cent Write Up. 

“This was done with a view to 
capitalizing to the utmost the poten- 
tial earning power of the properties.” 

The investigation disclosed, the 
commission said, that “arbitrary val- 
uation of operating companies” in con- 
solidations and mergers is a general 
practice in states, where there is lit- 
tle utility regulation. 

Illustrating methods how holding 
companies make inter-company profits 
through financing construction of op- 
erating plants, the commission cited 
building of the Keokuk dam in the 
Mississippi river at Keokuk, Iowa. 

The commission's examiners found 
the project cost only $22,809,169 al- 
though the “ledger cost’ charged 
against the operating company was 
$21.909,000 additional or 92 per cent. 

Securities issued against this inflat- 
ed capitalization, the commission said, 
brought $16,102,500 profit to Stone 
& Webster and companies asociated 
in the transaction. 

The report cited as another instance 
of “speculative features” involved in 


‘the purchase of control of a utility 


company the case of the Laclede Gas 
Light Company, St. Louis, in 1927 
by Utilities Power & Light Company 
at an alleged profit of $14,380,500 
for its promoters on an original in- 
vestment of $5,650,000 in 1924.

‘Ceylon Malaria Toll 
May Reach 50,000 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—(UP)—The 
death list in Ceylon’s “green germ” 
malaria epidemic probably will reach 
50,000, a tropical disease expert who 
has investigated the strange disease 
ravaging the island, told the United 
Press tonight. 

“The epidemic is not over and will 
not be for a long time,” the expert 
said. 

The expert, one of a group of dis- 
tinguished malariologists who studied 
the stricken thousands of Ceylon, at- 
tributed the violence of the epidemic, 
in which more than 12,000 already 
have died, to unusual climatic con- 
ditions in the affected areas of “the 
pearl garden of the Indian ocean.” 

Heavy rains and an absence of sea- 
sonal winds in southwest Ceylon dur- 
ing most of last year made health 
conditions particularly bad. In addi- 
tion this area of the British colony 
normally is free of the disease and the 
population, hence, had not Jovehined 
the immunity noted among most low- 
land dwellers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—()—

The District of Columbia court of 
appeals upheld the ruling by a lower 
court which said the postmaster-gen- 
eral’s order amounted to breach of 
contract and that they had the right 
to bring action for damages. 

Karl Crowley, solicitor for the post- 
office department, however, took the 
position the district court simply said 
there was material for a lawsuit in 
the pleas by the aviation concerns but 
that the tribunal did not attempt to 
pass on the merits of the case. 


$145,000 in Gold Bars 
Passes Through City 


Nearly 350 pounds of gleaming yel- 
low gold, valued at approximately 
$145,000, passed through Atlanta 
Monday night en route from the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank at Birmingham. 
Ala., to the United States mint at 
Philadelphia. 

The gold, in small bars, was packed 
in cotton and shipped in paper car- 
tons. Each carton contained approxi- 
mately 20 pounds of gold. 

Arriving at the Terminal station at 
9 o’clock, city detectives and postal 
inspectors guarded the shipment as it 
was moved from a Southern railway 
express car to the Atlanta postoffice. 
Later in the night it was placed on 
another train for Philadelphia. 

Although heavily guarded, there 
was comparatively little danger of 
bandits attempting to steal the gold, 
as it is almost impossible to dispose 
of the yellow metal. The federal gov- 
ernment is the only legal purchaser 
and thieves would be forced to smug- 
gle their loot out of the country and 
dispose of it abroad.

Flandin had just returned by air- 
plane from London where he. and 
Pierre Laval, French foreign minister, 
negotiated with leaders of the British 
government in an effort to achieve a 
security agreement acceptable not only 
to Great Britain and France but to 
Germany, Italy, and Belgium as well.

And what is a falcon? Well, my dear sir, falconry 
is one of the ancient and honorable sports and no home 
is complete without the handy little brochure on the 
training of falcons. 


This story must necessarily violate some of the rules as to| 
continuity just as‘does the date line. The Norias plantation lies | 
half in Florida on the shores of Lake Miccosukee.. And there | 
stands the clubhouse. It’s in Florida. Not.Thomasville. But | 
Thomasville is the nearest telegraph station. So there you are. 


And last night we were sitting around talking, listen- 
ing to the hundreds of ducks on the lake, when one of the 
judges for the 20th annual Georgia-Florida field trails 
being round today told a story. 


“There was an English sportsman named Gilbert Blaine | 
hete last night,’’ he said, ‘‘and we were talking with him. He 
is a famous sportsman, served with the English army all through 
the war, has the finest setter kennel in all England and has 
hunted big game all over the world. A great fellow. 


“I was asking him what was the most dangerous wild 
animal to encounter and he said the rhino. And I asked 
him why and he said because the rhino often charges 
quite unexpectedly and with terrific speed. 


“| asked him,” continued the judge, who was Judge G. H. 
Wall, of Florida, “what he did then, run like hell? And he 
said to me, ‘Well, sir, a man does retire as discreetly as possible.’ 
That was all right but I still insist | would run like hell,” said. 
Judge Wall. | 

And so, finally, we get back to noon today and lunch 
is being served on a broad table on the lawn with the 
lake just beyond and with hundreds of wild duck sitting 
out there just beyond gun range having their lunch. 

And someone has just said to me, ‘‘There is Gilbert Blaine, 

English sportsman.” 

So I went over and was introduced to Mr. Blaine. 

He has a kennel of setters which he keeps on an island off 

coast of Glasgow, Scotland, called Isla. 

The English bird dog men say it is the finest in England. 

He has a distinguished war record and has hunted — 
game all over the world. 

And his hobby is falconry. 

He believes he can take back to England some of 
our hawks, the blue darter type, and train them to be 
falcons. | 
Someone had told me this, and so | asked him and he said 

it was true. And so I asked him how it was possible to take a 
«wild hawk and train him in the art of falconry, which is the art, 
of catching’ small game, usually birds. 

“Could you explain briefly?” I asked. 

“No,” he-said, ‘I couldn’t possibly explain briefly. 
'was kind enough to explain at iength. It ts interesting. 

The wild falcon or hawk is captured and hooded. 

He is kept in that fashion for two or three days. And 

while hooded, which is a nickname for being blind- 

folded, he will not leave the hand of the person who 
holds him. He will sit right there. 

After a day or so of this the hood is taken off in a dark 
room while the hawk is feeding. If he acts restless, the hood 
is replaced. Finally, he will feed with the hood removed. Then 

‘the light is increased until he is being unhooded in a light room. 

He is never fed unless he is sitting on the hand of 
his trainer. He learns that when sitting there he will 
be fed, and only when sittin gthere. 

He is then taught to bring tood trom across the room and sit 
on the hand to eat it. And then he is taken in the field with 
a cord tied to his leg and taught to bring a dead bird from a 

‘distance of 100 or 200 yards. The bird is whirled into the 
* air and dropped before he flies tor it. 
Then he is ready for setting after live game. And 

he never reverts to wild life again. As do so many of us 

poor mortals. 

And, | am sure, it is no more cruel than shooting birds. And 
the owners of falcons ' the have a more sporting 
chance. :

‘the genus Latrodectus mactans. It is

this genus are all poisonous, but what's 
the odds? So are a lot of things. 
Few deaths result from multiple bee 
stings, and certainly bees are more 
abundant than the spiders. 

The likelihood of 
the species is so remote that*you need 
never consider it. The female eats 
him after mating anyway, so his lot 
is not a very happy one. The females 
are round of body, black and shiny, 
with a red hourglass on the underside 
of the abdomen. You cannot mistake 
them, Don't pick up the specimen, 
however, but examine it cautiously 
from the respectful distance of a ten- 
inch stick. If it is a black widow, 
the immediate application of a boot 
heel is recommended. 

Snakes are more dangerous and 
there are few fatalities from snake- 
bite. Thé black widow might sup- 
plant the sea serpent as news but 
even that is doubtful.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—()— 
War debts, high tariffs and “a 
stupid monetary policy” were blamed 
today for America’s loss of commod- 
ity exports as the senate agriculture 
committee continued its study of 
means to regain foreign trade. 

The committee heard two cotton 
merchants disagree that war debts 
were partly responsible for loss of 
exports. 

W. L. Clayton, of Houston, Texas, 
took the stand and said immediate 
adjustment was necessary, while Rob- 
ert M. Harris, a member of the New 
York Cotton Exchange, declared ad- 
justment of these debts should not be 
made under present conditions. 

Harris blamed exports loss on “a 
destructive economic policy and a 
Stupid monetary policy.” 

“It is not a question of overpro- 
duction,” he said, “it is a question 
of under-distribution and maldistribu- 
tion due to an antiquated, if not dis- 
honest. monetary system.” 

Cotton. “Build-Up” Urged. 

A third witness before the commit- 
tee, S. C. Lamport, New York cotton 
exporter and manufacturer, suggested 
the nation attempt to build up ex- 
ports In manufactured cotton. 

He said this would provide em- 
ployment in the textile industry and 
at the same time absorb the growers’ 
cotton. 

Lamport Suggested a plan that a 
half million bales of cotton held by 
the government be sold to manufac- 
turers “on a tolerance basis” of five 
or seven cents a pound and be manu- 
factured into goods to be sold abroad. 

Asked by Senator Bankhead, demo- 
crat, Alabama, if this might not in- 
terfere with America’s anti-dumping 
Lamport said he did not think 
so, pointing to a number of nations 
which are not self-sufficient for their 
textile needs. 

Among the nations were Russia, In- 
dia, Egypt, Cuba and the Latin 
American countries. 

Lamport said he did not believe his 
plan would displace much of the raw 
cotton the nation normally sells 
abroad. 


Four-Point Plan Offered. 


Harris suggested a four-point pro- 
gram for restoration of commodity ex- 
ports. 

They were complete elimination of 
the gold basis for money: restoration 
and use of silver as “real money ;:” 
use of “billions of sterile gold and 
silver” for currency expansion, and 
pending lowering of tariff barriers, 
extension of long-term credit by the 
RFC and the Export-Import bank to 
facilitate export of commodities and 
manufactured goods, 

Clayton, one of the world’s leading 
cotton merchants, who said his firm 
normally handled 15 per cent of 
America’s cotton crop, strongly advo- 
cated tariff reduction and war debts 
settlement as the “two major opera- 
tions” necessary to restore the na- 
tion’s commodity export trade.

CONVICT-MADE LIQUOR 


URGED FOR ARKANSAS 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 4.—() 
The dry state of Arkansas today gave 
otficial consideration to a proposal 
that convict-made liquor be used to 
solve the bootlegging problem. 


The idea that legalized corn whisky 
—once known in its outlaw state as 
“mountain dew’—might be manufac- 
tured at the state penal farm was 
put forward as another step along 
the line of action which a month ago 
resulted in approval of a state liquor 
stere monopoly. 


Governor J. Marion Futrell, who 
has already recommended to the cur- 
rent legislature that any liquor legal- 
ization action take the shape of a 
state monopoly, disclosed that a pro- 
posal for a state penitentiary distillery 
had been made to him and was “under 
consideration.” 


“This is not my proposal and I am 
not sponsoring it,” said the governor. 
“However, it’s something to think 
about. 


“We have an acute labor problem 
at the penal farm. There are 1,600 
convicts, and we don't know what to 
do with them in the winter months. 
And, they could raise the corn out of 
which the whisky would be distilled.” 

He asserted that liqnor distilled by 
the state, at the penal farm or else- 
where, would be exempt from certain 
federal taxes and that the sponsors 
of the idea believed the convict-made 
corn could be offered in the proposed 
state liquor stores at retail prices 
“which would drive the bootleggers 
out of business.” ! 

Futrell’s recent liquor store recom- 
mendation contemplated state sales at 
small profit which would enable 
Arkansas to reach out after a mail 
order business in other states where 
liquor is legal but more expensive. 
The proposed stores would handle pri- 
vate brands, regardless of the outcome 
of the penal distillery idea. 

A liberal bloc in the legislature is 
now driving for liquor legalization, 
using the argument of needed funds 
for unemployable relief and other 
eleemosynary purposes. 

Last time the Arkansas peuc! farm 
was in the public eye was the spring 
of 1934 when convicts, substituted for 
mules, pulled cotton-planters over the 
far-flung acres because the institution 
had no funds to buy field stock. There 
was a penal board investigation and 
the practice was stopped. The super- 
intendent subsequently resigned.

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Canadian Quilt Makers Are Industrious Needle Women

“I chose one she called the Spin- 
ner and changed it somewhat to make 
the pieces easier to cut and to put 
together. [ can imagine that I see 
an industrious spider spinning this 
web and hoping to catch some unwary 
fly. But as I have worked it out for 
you I expect to be the spider spinnin 
such an attractive block that you will 
be caught with its beauty and decide ' 
to use it in a quilt. | 

“You might use a figured gray, a) 
rich, dull red and some white, Or! 


the white might be changed to a 
figured white with small black or red 
designs. This block measures ten 
inches when finished. It can be used 
in a number of ways. The blocks may 
be set on the diagonal and joined 
with ten inch squares of plain ma- 
terial. Or the joining may be sashing. 
Or the blocks may be set side by side 
making one allover top that is a 
mass of blocks spun by the master 
spinner.” 

Nancy suggests that quilt makers 
piece a number of blocks and set 
them together in various ways to get 
the effect they want before they 
finally decide how to put the pieced 
blocks together. She always suggests 
too, that only enough pieces for one 
block be cut first. These are pieced 
and the result compared with the pic- 
ture. In this way any error in size 
or any differences that have to be 
made because of variation in seams 
is taken care of. 

The quilt club members clipped the 
picture and directions from the pa- 
per. They sent for the sheet with 
cutting pattern on it. They traced the 
pieces and then pasted both the cut- 
ting sheet and the picture in the 
Nancy Page quilt club scrapbook. 
The tracings are made on lightweight 
cardboard. In using these patterns an 
allowance of one quarter inch on all 
sides is made for seams.

Quilt Design may be obtained by.

The seven spade contract could have 
been defeated five tricks had North 
used his head. South’s raise from six 
to seven diamonds only could have 
been predicated on a void of clubs and 
the Ace of spades. Solid hearts and 
the spade ace alone would not give 
South the right to raise to seven as 
North's six diamond bid did not defi- 
nitely mark the latter with the club 
ace—a spade void might have justi- 
fied such a bid. North, therefore, 
should have opened the club ace in 
an effort to give his partner two ruffs. 
The king of diamonds was his choice, 
and even after his partner gave him 
the deuce, he did not wake up and 
shift to clubs. As a result, East and 
West got out for a three trick set 
of 450 points, less 100 honors, and 
then won the rubber.

|Keep Medicine Out of Politics, 
Doctors Warned by A.M.A. Head 


Members of the medical profession 
were warned to keep the practice of 
medicine in their own hands, rather 


than let it slip, through the growing 
tendency toward socialized’ medicine, 
into the hands of politicians and un- 
qualified persons, by Dr. Walter L. 
Bierring, president of the American 
Medical Association, in a speech de- 
livered Monday night before the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society. 

Dr. Bierring, whose home is in Des 
Moines, Iowa, arrived in Atlanta late 
Monday afternoon. Today he will be 
the guest of the Atlanta doctors at a 
luncheon at the Athletic Club at 1:30 
o'clock and will speak before students 
of the medical school at Emory Uni- 
versity this morning. While in At- 
lanta he is the guest of Dr. J. KE. 
Paullin. 

Doctors of the future will serve 
both to maintain the good health of 
their patients and to cure them of 
sickness and disease, Dr. Bierring said 
Monday night. The general pr&cti- 
tioner will form one group of the pro- 
fession with fewer and much better 


qualified specialists than many of 
those practising today working in clos- 
er co-operation with the family doc- 


tor. : ; 

Another group probably will con- 
sist. of doctors paid definite salaries 
by the state or federal government, 
either through general taxation or 
through a form of health and hospital 
insurance, the speaker said. He 
voiced a fear, however, that initiative 
might be impaired if doctors generally 
were placed upon a salary basis and 
expressed his hope that the profes- 
sion would not became the plaything 
of politics and would not lose any of 
its present high heritage of progress, 
ethics and education. 

Dr. Bierring’s talk was preceded by 
motion pictures detailing the activi- 
ties of the home offices of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, showing the 
work done by the more than 450 peo- 
ple employed there and the service 
performed for the entire medical and 
surgical profession in America. 

The address was delivered at the 
Academy of Medicine on. Prescott 
street.

The concession with which his name 
was connected was a grant by the 
Ottoman empire to build 2,800 miles 
of railroad, to exploit oil fields in 
Turkey and Mesopotamia, to develop a 
number of gold mines and also to re- 
build several cities, including the area 
of Mt. Ararat, supposed site of the 
Garden of Eden. 


Chester was the son of the late 
Rear Admiral Colby Mitchell Ches- 
ter, and himself was a graduate of 
United States Naval Academy at An- 
napolis in 1895.
